Wanted:  A  More  Conservative  GOP

Not  long  ago,  Senator  John  Kennedy  stated  bluntly 
that  the  American  people  had  gone  soft.  I  am 
glad  to  discover  he  has  finally  recognized  that  govern- 
mental policies  which  create  dependent  citizens  inev- 
itably rob  a  nation  and  its  people  of  both  moral  and 
physical  strength. 

If  the  American  people  have  gone  soft,  this  is  a  direct 
result  of  the  perpetual  care-policies  of  those  who  have 
spent  25  years  substituting  governmental  subsidies  for 
individual  responsibility. 

For  25  years,  the  party  whose  philosophy  Senator 
Kennedy  represents  has  been  saying  to  the  American 
public:  "Don't  tackle  that  job  yourself,  it's  too  hard 
for  you,  let  the  Government  do  it  for  you." 

For  25  years,  the  apostles  of  the  welfare  state  have 
been  busy  transforming  that  stern  old  gentleman  in  the 
top  hat,  the  cutaway  coat  and  the  red,  white  and  blue 
trousers,  from  a  symbol  of  dignity  and  freedom  and 
justice  for  all  men  into  a  national  wet  nurse — dispensing 
a  cockeyed  kind  of  patent  medicine  labeled  "Something 
for  Nothing,"  passing  out  soothing  syrup  and  rattles 
and  pacifiers  in  return  for  grateful  votes  on  election 
day. 

And  now,  like  the  over-indulgent  guardians  who  spent 
the  child's  inheritance,  catering  to  adolescent  whims 
and  desires,  they  are  naively  amazed  at  what  their 
over-indulgence  has  produced. 

We  don't  strengthen  our  nation,  or  build  character,  by 
taking  the  struggle  out  of  life.  The  people  of  America 
know  this — even  though  it  may  be  a  new  thought  for 
John  Kennedy. 

//  there  has  been  any  development  of  softness  in  this 
nation,  it  has  been  developed  in  our  leadership.  It  is 
expressed  in  the  fuzzy  thinking  of  the  master  planners  of 
the  super-state  who  would  deny  to  Americans  the  right 
to  think  for  themselves,  to  face  their  own  responsi- 
bilities, to  win  their  own  personal  victories,  and  to  justify 
by  their  own  efforts  the  space  they  occupy  on  this  earth. 

Life  was  not  meant  to  be  easy.  The  American  people 
are  adult — eager  to  hear  the  bold,  blunt  truth,  weary  of 
being  kept  in  a  state  of  perpetual  adolescence — like  so 
many  children,  too  young  to  be  told  the  facts  of  life. 

The  truth  is:  the  American  people  have  never  failed 
when  freedom  has  been  challenged.  And  what  hangs  in 
the  balance  today?  Not  just  this  or  that  political  party, 
not  just  this  or  that  system  of  government,  or  economic 
system  or  social  organization — what  is  at  stake  in  the 
mid-years  of  this  century,  what  we  will  nobly  preserve 
or  meanly  lose,  are  the  dearest  persuasions  of  6,000 
years  of  history.  What  is  at  stake  is  love,  honor, 
justice,  truth  and  man's  understanding  of  his  relation- 
ship to  Almighty  God.  These  are  the  component  parts 
of  freedom. 


It  is  true  the  Democrat  Party  is  suffering  from  a 
schizophrenic  disorder.  The  left-wing  innovators  who 
have  been  in  control  of  the  Democrat  administrations 
since  1933  have  nothing  but  contempt  for  the  conserva- 
tive element  of  their  party.  And  their  continuing  success 
at  the  polls  has  infected  the  thinking  of  too  many  Re- 
publicans. 

This  nation  has  always  been  a  conservative  nation. 
The  radical  ideas  of  Europe  gained  no  supporters  in 
this  land  of  freedom  and  opportunity.  Dwight  Eisen- 
hower was  elected  on  a  conservative  platform  in  1952 
because  the  American  people  were  eager  for  a  return 
to  those  governmental  principles  and  practices  which 
have  survived  the  buffeting  of  chance  and  the  testing 
of  time. 

Abraham  Lincoln  chose  to  be  called  conservative 

one  who  would  conserve  and  protect  the  best  of  the  past 
and  apply  the  wisdom  of  the  ages  to  the  problems  of 
the  future. 
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true  conservative  recognizes  that  the  present 
generation  is  a  party  to  a  living  contract  between 
those  who  have  died  to  make  man's  progress  possible 
and  those  generations  yet  unborn.  And  a  party  to  such  a 
contract  knows  that  change  and  innovation  and  tink- 
ering, just  for  the  sake  of  change,  can  be  disastrous. 

In  1912  three  candidates  running  for  the  Presidency 
vied  with  each  other  to  be  the  most  conservative.  There 
is  today,  in  our  nation  and  throughout  the  world,  a 
gradual  reawakening  of  understanding,  a  return  to  the 
conservative  beliefs  which  always  have  and  always  will 
provide  the  greatest  benefit  for  the  greatest  number  by 
creating  a  climate  of  maximum  opportunity  with  a  mini- 
mum of  governmental  interference,  taxation  and  dic- 
tation. 

Today,  the  popular  outcry  is  to  say:  "Well,  there's 
really  not  much  difference  between  the  Republican  and 
the  Democrat  principles." 

Let  me  confess  that  we  do  have  some  welfare  staters 
in  our  party  on  our  side  of  the  aisle.  And  we  have,  at 
times,  offered  candidates  and  policies  which  were  little 
more  than  hollow  echoes  of  the  siren  songs  of  the  wel- 
fare staters;  and  when  we  have  fallen  from  grace,  the 
American  public  has  made  it  abundantly  clear  that  we 
were  in  error. 

If  the  Republican  Party  is  to  lead  this  nation  for- 
ward to  a  restoration  of  freedom,  to  progress  and  to  a 
better  tomorrow,  we  must  once  again  become  the  Re- 
publican Party.  We  must  be  ourselves.  We  must  re- 
assert that  it  is  not  only  impossible  to  out-promise  the 
big  giveaways  of  the  welfare  staters,  but  morally  wrong 
and  evil  and  destructive  of  freedom. 

During  the  days  of  the  great  depression,  that  master 
propagandist    of    the    New    Deal,    Charlie    Michaelson, 
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Ford  Doesn't  Laugh  Off 
VP  Prospects  These  Days 
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Washington— Rep.  Gerald  R.  Ford,  jr.,  of 
Grand  Rapids  used  to  flash  his  boyish  grin  and 
laugh  it  off  when  Washington  correspond- 
ents asked  him  about  hi*  vice-presidential 
prospects. 

He  doesn't  do  that  anymore— and  for  good 
reason.  Ford,  a  friend  of  Vice  President  Rich- 
ard M.  Nixon  since  the  two  of  them  served 
in  the  house  together,  now  seriously  believes 
he  has  a  good  chance  to  become  Nixon's  run- 
ning mate.  So  do  a  lot  of  other  people. 

Ford's  vice  presidential  stock  has  taken  a 
sharp  upturn  recently.  It's  no  accident  that 
three  of  the  most  solid  newspaper  columnists 
in- Washington,  Roscoe  Drummond,  Gould  Lin- 
coln and  Raymond  Moley,  made  prominent 
mention  of  Ford  in  Republican  No.  2  spot 
speculation  that  obviously  drew  on  informa- 
tion coming  from  the  Nixon  camp. 

There  are  several  ways  to  assess  Ford's 
chances  —  and  the  answers  definitely  point 
to  him  as  a  likely  prospect  for  the  vice 
presidential  nomination. 

Nixon  Lists  Qualifications. 

First  of  all,  Nixon  has  told  friends  that 
the  GOP  vice  presidential  candidate  should 
be  young,  loyal,  competent,  a  guy  who  does 
his  homework,  "trainable"  for  the  many  duties 
Nixon  aa  president  would  want  him  to  per- 
form. 

It's  important  that  Nixon  has  let  it  be 
known  that  the  vice  presidency  would  be  an 
even  more  important  job  in  a  Nixon  adminis- 
tration than  it  has  been  under  Ike.  This 
means  the  man  who  would  fill  it  would  have 
to  be  a  trouble-shooter  with  charm,  a  Sher- 
man Adams  without  glacial  exterior,  a  man  of 
decision  and  dispatch. 

If  you  go  through  the  GOP  vice  presidential 
"possibilities1'  and  weigh  them  in  terms  of 
Nixon's  requirements,  many  of  the  names 
more  frequently  mentioned  are  reduced  to 
a  courtesy  list. 

After  the  courtesy  list  is  rattled  off  by 
Nixon's  associates,  other  names  come  up — 
by  design  and  not  by  accident.  And  Ford's 
name  is  among  those  put  forward. 

Now,  why  is  this?  It  is  not  because  Nixon 
needs  to  court  Michigan  Republicans.  They've 
been  his  staunch  supporters  since  before  the 
early  Rockefeller-for-president  boom  went 
poof. 

No  Delegate  Motive. 

This  indicates  there's  no  delegate-support 
motive  and  no  idle  capriciousness  to  mention 
of  Ford  when  it  cornea  from  the  Nixon  camp. 


Of  course,  you  have  to  assume  that  New 
York  Gov.  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  wouldn't 
accept  the  No.  2  spot  on  a  GOP  ticket  with 
Nixon  if  you're  going  to  bet  on  Ford  as  a 
strong  VP  possible.  It  seems  undeniable  that 
Rockefeller  could  have  second  place  for  the 
asking. 

Eliminating  Rockefeller  and  looking  at 
Ford,  you  come  up  with  a  fellow  who  rates 
high  in  terms  of  Nixon's  VP  job  description. 

Ford  has  a  smile  that  lights  up  a  room. 
It's  almost  as  big  as  Eisenhower's.  The  Michi- 
gan Republican  exudes  a  boyish  warmth  and 
charm  capable  of  captivating  even  the  most 
cynical. 

Can  Be  Dead  Serious. 

When  occasion  demands,  Ford  can  be  dead 
serious — and  make  major  decisions  without 
stalling  or  first  running  around  in  circles. 
While  he  is  intelligent,  Ford  is  not  afflicted 
with  the  malady  from  which  some  "brains" 
suffer— inability  to  act  promptly. 

So  Ford  looks  good  on  the  qualifications 
chart.  And  from  there  a  political  analyst 
checking  his  chances  would  look  at  his  na- 
tional convention  delegate  strength. 

As  the  faithful  would  say,  "we're  working 
on  that."  And  the  task  seems  to  be  moving 
along  nicely.  Ford's  Grand  Rapids  backers 
will  meet  April  26  to  organize  a  "Ford  for 
vice  president"  committee. 

These  committee  members  will  contact 
delegates  to  the  state  convention  and  enlist 
their  support  for  Ford.  Ford  backers  in  turn 
will  seek  out  other  states'  delegates  to  the 
GOP  national  convention  at  Chicago  in  July 
to  "sell"  them  on  Ford  for  vice  president. 

Ford  Is  a  Natural. 

It  seems  almost  certain  that  Nixon  will 
hand-pick  his  running  mate  despite  convention 
appearances  to  the  contrary.  This  is  important 
because  Nixon  has  told  friends  he  wants  a 
No.  2  man  whose  views  pretty  much  tally 
with  his  own. 

Looked  at  in  this  light,  Ford  is  a  natural 
as  a  Nixon  vote-getting  partner.  Both  Ford 
and  Nixon  are  "moderates" — Republicans  who 
are  middle-of-the  roaders  on  domestic  issues 
and  internationalists  in  world  affairs.  Ford 
also  has  the  asset  of  being  intimately  acquaint- 
ed with  defense  problems  as  top  Republican 
on  the  house  defense  appropriations  subcom- 
mittee. 

Anyway  you  add  it  up,  Ford  comes  out  with 
plus  signs.  That's  why  he  now  sits  high  on 
the  GOP  vice  presidential  prospects  list.

Mr.  Chairman,  Delegates  to  this  Convention,  Distinguished 
iuests,  and  Fellow  Americans. 

First,  I  want  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Charley  Halleck

The  idea  of  self-reliance  and  the  individual's  ability  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  every-day  living  is  not  a  new  one  to  the  average  American.

In  such  instances,  it  is  logical 
to  consider  these  problems  at  the  state  level  before  taking  them  to  the 
federal  level.  In  other  words,  keep  the  action  and  the  authority  for  that 
action  as  close  as  possible  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Doe. 

In  such  fields  as  health,  care  of  our  senior  citizens,  and  medical 
research,  it  is,  of  course,  imperative  that  the  federal  government,  with 
its  vast  resources,  support  and  develop  new  concepts.  When  the  pioneering 
has  been  done,  however,  the  Republican  Party  believes  it  is  best  that  the 
actual  program  come  from  within  the  state,  rather  than  outside  it. 

Conmunists,  living  under  a  powerful  and  ruthless  dictatorship,  are 
forced  to  work  endlessly  toward  goals  decided  by  their  leaders  in  the  Kremlin.

We  have  heard  today  two  speeches,  emphasizing  the  attitude  of  our 
Party  toward  the  international,  national,  and  state  scene.

Wallace  Townsend,  a  silver-haired  Arkansan,  will,  as  Senior 
Member,  call  the  Committee  to  order.   Townsend,  a  spry,  slim  polit- 
ical veteran,  has  been  a  National  Committee  Member  since  1928  and  is 
attending  his  13th  Republican  National  Convention. 

The  Committee  will  elect  its  National  Chairman  following  appoint- 
ment by  Townsend  of  a  select  Committee  which  will  contact  Presid- 
ential candidate  Nixon  to  determine  his  choice.   Traditionally,  the 
Committee  ratifies  the  candidate's  recommendation  for  Chairman. 

Twenty-nine  new  members  will  be  accepted  to  membership.   Mem- 
bers are  chosen  in  their  respective  52  state  and  territorial  Repub- 
lican organizations  prior  to  the  convention.   State  Chairmen  whose 
states  went  for  Eisenhower  in  1956,  or  whose  states  elected  a  Re- 
publican governor  or  a  Republican  majority  in  their  Congressional 
delegation  in  1958  are  automatic  Members  of  the  Committee.

I  want  to  say  to  all  of  you  this  morning  how  much  I  appreciate  the  opportunity 
to  be  invited  to  this  ladies  only  breakfast.  I  left  one  day  before  yesterday, 
and  I  must  say  to  see  such  an  array  of  leaders  of  our  party  among  the  women  is 
certainly  most  heartening  the  morning  after  the  nomination . 

I  didn't  get  much  sleep  last  night,  as  you  can  imagine,  and,  incidentally, 
some  of  the  husbands  of  those  here  didn't  either,  because  if  they  were  out  they 
were  with  me  until  3:30  in  the  morning.  After  that,  they've  got  to  account  for 
their  own  time.  Anyway,  with  only  three  hours'  sleep,  it  is  perhaps  a  little 
difficult  to  express  adequately  how  you  feel  at  a  time  like  this. 

I  can  only  say,  as  I  have  indicated  to  so  many  people  in  this  room,  that  this 
election  to  be  won  is  going  to  take  an  effort  such  as  we  have  never  had  in  an 
election  in  this  country  because  it  will  be  the  closest  in  the  history  of  this 
country  in  this  century,  in  my  opinion  .  It  will  be  won  not  by  the  speeches  of  the 
candidates  --  they  will  help  --  and  not  by  the  public  relations  gimmicks,  so-called, 
the  television  shots  and  the  billboards,  and  the  badges  and  the  like,  --they  will 
help  --  but  in  a  close  election  what  counts  is  what  happens  in  the  precincts.  I 
know  that  because  Pat  and  I  went  to  North  Lakota.  Believe  me,  we  had  everything 
going  for  us  there.  We  started  way  behind.  We  did  better  than  we  expected  in  the 
end.  We  had  a  marvelous  candidate,  John  Davis.  In  Fargo  we  had  the  biggest  crowd 
in  history;  at  Uilliston  the  biggest  crowd  in  history;  at  Miaot  the  biggest  crowd 
in  history,  and  we  lost  by  one  half  a  vote  a  precinct,  and  one  half  a  vote  a 
precinct  in  Indiana,  in  Arkansas,  in  Maine,  in  California,  in  New  York,  in  Ohio  -- 
one  half  vote  a  precinct  in  any  state  in  this  country  --  might  make  the  difference 
this  time.   So,  that's  the  reason  why  the  women  this  time  who  carried  such  a 
tremendous  load  in  '52  and  '56  have  even  greater  responsibility,  because  you  are  the 
ones  who  do  the  work.  We  know  this.  The  men      talk,  sometimes  too  long,  but 
T'S  women  do  the  work,  and  in  doing  the  work  we  simply  have  to  have  a  volunteer  corp.

My  friends  of  the  Republican  Party:  Any  man  who  is  compelled 
and  who,  as  a  matter  of  duty  and  because  of  circumstances  of  his  office 
has  to  face  constantly  these  microphones  gets  a  little  bit  weary  of 
his  own  voice.  (Laughter) 

This  morning  I  had  a  little  incident  that  made  me  even  a  little 
more  di scourged  with  my  efforts  to  limit  my  appearances  before  these 
devilish  mechanisms.   I  was  getting  up  and,  as  you  know,  it  was  rather 
lcte  when  we  all  got  to  bed  last  nights  but  my  faithful  instructions 
were  that  I  would  surely  want  to  hear  something  on  television  and,  by 
turning  around,  I  found  myself  talking  to  myself  about  things  here  at 
the  speech  last  night.  (Laughter) 

It  did  seem  a  little  bit  too  much. 

Now,  the  first  thing  I  should  like  to  do  is  to  mention  the  great 
compliment  paid  to  me  by  Governor  Stratton  and  the  people  of  Illinois 
in  presenting  me  with  this  bust  of  Lincoln.   I  might  tell  you  that  for 
eight— for  seven  and  a  half  long  years—there  have  always  been  in  my 
office  four  prints.  All  of  us  certainly  know  who  they  are;  four  men 
I  admire  extravagently.  They  are  Benjamin  Franklin,  George  Washington, 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  General  Lee.   I  cannot  think  of  any  four  men  whose 
histories  csn  do  more  to  inspire  anyone  to  try  to  do  his  best. 

Now,  you  people  have  got  a  very  tough  job,  I  do  not  know  whether 
it  is  finished  yet  or  not,  and  that  is  getting  the  platform  (laughter). 
Now,  this  is  not  merely  a  matter  of  proposing  differing  views  among 
able  and  dedicated  people;  but  they  have  got  this  in  the  background: 
I  am  still  President  of  the  United  States  for  six  months.  (Laughter 
and  applause) . 

You  cannot  obviously  put  out  a  platform  that  tells  exactly  what 

Republicans  are  going  to  do  until  there  is  some  effort  to  make  sure 

that  that  is  exactly  what  I  am  going  to  do.  (Laughter) 

I  just  give  one  of  the  complicating  factors.   I  have  no  advice 
for  them.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  of  all  the  things  I  have  heard,  they 
have  certainly  got  into  a  state  of  composition  that  does  no  violence 
to  my  beliefs.   But  it  does  make  a  three-cornered,  rather  than  merely 
a  bilateral,  sort  of  argument.  (Laughter  and  applause).

Mr.  Chairman,  Fellow-Americana: 

The  adoption  of  the  Party's  platform  Is  one  of  the  moat  significant 

responsibilities  of  this  convention.  In  the  discharge  of  this  responsibility, 

we  outline  our  objectives  and  spell  out  the  means  by  which  we  expect  to  achieve 

them.  As  Republicans,  we  shall  do  this  with  clarity  and  candor. 

The  best  measure  of  the  sincerity  of  any  promise  is  the  extent  to  which 

previous  pledges  have  been  fulfilled.  In  this  we  Republicans  have  an  unsurpassed 

record.  Our  opposition  is  distinguished  principally  by  its  consistent  and 

callous  disregard  of  platform  pledges.  Two  weeks  ago  at  Los  Angeles,  the 

opposition  party  adopted  a  cynically-conceived  conglamoration  of  promises  which 

it  is  incapable  of  fulfilling.  This  will  not  be  said  of  our  platform.  The 

momineea  of  that  convention  have  by  their  performance  revealed  convictions 

Impossible  to  reconcile  with  the  platform  to  which  they  now  profess  adherence. 

This  will  not  be  said  of  the  nominees  of  this  convention.  We  shall  promise  only 

what  we  can  perform.  We  shall  perform  what  we  promise. 

In  1958,  the  Republican  Party  undertook  an  experiment  new  to  American 

polltica.  For  the  first  time  in  our  history,  a  major  party  undertook  to  spell 

out  its  long  range  objectives  in  all  of  the  areas  of  political  responsibility. 

As  your  National  Chairman  at  that  time,  I  had  the  honor  to  create  and  appoint  a 

committee  of  distinguished  Americans  who  agreed  to  undertake  that  task.  Those  who 

so  unselfishly  and  so  effectively  served  included  teachers,  farmers,  scientists, 

laborers,  economists,  lawyers,  housewives  --  people  drawn  from  every  possible 

area  of  activity  and  interest.  They  were  people  who  in  the  main  had  no  prior 

political  experience.  They  were  representative  Americans  who  believed  that  our 

freedom,  our  security  as  a  nation,  could  best  be  preserved  and  strengthened  by 

strengthening  the  Republican  Party.  This  Republican  Committee  on  Program  and 

Progress  organised  early  in  1959  concluded  its  work  before  the  end  of  that  year.

William  M.  Brinton,  leader  of  the  "Draft  Rockefeller" 
move,  today  (Wednesday,  July  20)  responded  to  doubts  cast  on 
the  validity  of  a  recent  poll  which  showed  Nixon  losing  to 
Kennedy  in  five  key  states.

1958  he  was  instrumental  in  sending  Oregon's  Walter  Norblad  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

A  tall,  slender,  good  looking  young  man  with  a  trim  crew  cut, 
Fhilippi  lives  with  his  parents  in  Stayton.  He  is  on  the  executive 
board  of  the  Marion  County,  Oregon,  senior  Republican  organization  as 
well  as  s.rving  on  the  State  Central  Committee  on  candidate  assistance.

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EERIE  CAMERA  PUTS  WALTER  CRONKITE 
IN  TWO  PLACES  AT  ONE  TIME 

With  a  simple  flick  of  a  switch  on  the  back  of  a  new  master- 
slave  camera,  only  one  of  its  kind  in  existence,  CBS  News  Central  Desk 
can  lift  anchor  man  Walter  Cronkite  out  of  his  seat  in  CBS  News  head- 
quarters at  the  Democratic  National  Convention  and  put  him  right  on  the 
convention  floor. 

The  gear  that  spirits  him  electronically  wherever  CND  chief 
^John  Day  wills  it  is  far  from  simple.  And  it's  more  than  a  little 
eerie.  The  slave  camera,  located  in  the  press  booth  high  up  under  the 
rafters  of  the  Los  Angeles  Memorial  Sports  Arena,  turns  and  focuses  and 
zooms  all  by  itself  --  untouched  by  human  hands. 

Developed  by  the  CBS  Television  Network,  the  new  camera,  a  re- 
finement of  the  VldeoScene  gear  used  on  Cronkite 'a  "Sunday  News  Special" 
program,  includes  a  master  unit  that  photographs  Cronkite  at  his  anchor 
spot  and  a  slave  camera  that  photographs  the  convention  hall.  By  means 
of  a  complex  and  highly  sensitive  tracking  system  on  the  master  camera, 
cameraman  Prank  McSpedon,  seated  in  the  anchor  studio,  can  move  the 
slave  to  shoot  any  part  of  the  convention  hall  simply  by  moving  the 
master  camera.  With  no  more  than  the  soft  hum  of  a  dozen  little  motors 
to  indicate  that  it  is  functioning,  the  camera  swings  precisely  to  the 
^position  chosen  by  McSpedon. 

To  transfer  Cronkite 's  image  to  the  speaker's  rostrum,  McSpedon 
merely  focuses  his  master  camera  on  Cronkite  and  his  slave  camera  on

CBS  News  coverage  of  the  political  story  In  Los  Angeles  was 
marked  by  live  cut-ins  from  the  Security  Council  of  the  United  Nations 
in  New  York  City,  where  the  Congo  crisis  was  being  debated  at  an  emer- 
gency session.  A  series  of  running  convention  news  breaks  and  exclu- 
sive material  also  marked  the  day's  CBS  Television  Network  broadcasts. 

A  continuous  live  feed  to  the  CBS  News  control  room  in  the 
Arena  integrated  the  cameras  in  the  Security  Council  Chamber  into  the 
overall  group  of  pictures  from  which  Senior  Convention  Director  Don 
Hewitt  selected  the  scenes  shown  on  air.  Included  in  the  U.N.  coverage 
was  the  rebuttal  of  Ambassador  Henry  Cabot  Lodge  to  the  Soviet  Union

IT'S  DIFFERENT  OVER  THERE 

CBS  News  Correspondent  Paul  Niven,  former  Moscow  Bureau  Chief 
now  covering  the  Democratic  National  Convention  in  Los  Angeles,  says 
the  election  of  Soviet  political  leaders  is  much  easier  to  cover. 

Says  Niven:  "One  person,  perhaps  a  farmer  from  the  Ukraine 
or  a  milk  maid  from  Kazakhstan,  gets  up  in  the  Supreme  Soviet  and 
'nominates'  the  entire  government.  This  'spontaneous'  recommendation 
by  a  humble  representative  of  the  people  is  then  approved  unanimously. 
Thirteen  hundred  hands  shoot  up  and  thirteen  hundred  parrot-like  voices 
murmur  'Da.1  If  any  caucuses  precede  this  ritual,  newsmen  are  not  in- 
vited."

THE  SECRET  IS  OUT. . .  Now  it  can  be  told  —  CBS  News  Correspondent  Tom 
Costigan  has  revealed  how  he  scored,  a  clean  beat  on  the  story  of  the 
New  York  delegation's  early  101-votes-for-Kennedy  caucus  at  the  Demo- 
cratic National  Convention  in  Los  Angeles. 

With  all  the  doors  to  the  caucus  room  in  the  Ambassador  Hotel 
locked,  Costigan  noticed  a  small  but  convenient  patio  outside. 

Costigan  went  to  the  patio  and  slipped  through  a  window  into 
a  utility  closet  in  the  caucus  room  where  he  could  hear  the  tabulation 
of  the  votes. 

Costigan  quickly  phoned  the  results  to  anchor  man  Walter  Cron- 
kite  in  the  convention  hall,  giving  CBS  News  a  clean  beat  over  all 
other  media  on  the  important  story.

"THE  MAN  NEXT  TO  THE  MAN  WITH  THE  MICROPHONE" 

Viewers  of  the  national  political  conventions  on  the  CBS  Tele- 
vision Network  are  seeing  another  face  almost  as  frequently  as  that  of 
CBS  News1  anchor  man  Walter  Cronkite.  Yet  this  "man  next  to  the  man 
with  the  microphone"  is  almost  unknown. 

He  is  Sanford  (Sandy)  Socolow,  a  senior  CBS  News  writer  who 
serves  as  Cronkite1 s  news  assistant  during  convention  and  election 
coverage,  Socolow  keeps  track  of  every  news  development  (300  words  of 
wire  service  copy  pass  through  his  hands  every  minute)  and  is  the  first 
recipient  of  the  exclusive  information  gathered  by  CBS  Newsmen  and 
editors  on  and  off  the  convention  floor. 

It  is  his  job  to  select  the  most  urgent  of  this  material  and 
pass  it  along  to  Cronkite.  Socolow  is  seated  on  Cronkite 's  right.  On 
Cronkite' s  left,  Shirley  Lavine  serves  as  the  anchor  man's  technical 
communications  link  with  the  rest  of  the  CBS  News  team  covering  the 
convention  story. 

When  not  on  camera  or  at  the  convention  hall  during  a  session, 
Socolow  assists  Cronkite  in  keeping  up  to  date  "The  Book"  —  actually 
three  giant  books  crammed  with  every  type  of  political  information 
imaginable  (more  than  100  sub-headings),  from  when  the  first  Democratic 
Party  convention  took  place  (1832)  to  when  a  fire  broke  out  on  a  con- 
vention floor  (Democratic  Convention,  Chicago,  1952).   It  is  updated  by 
Cronkite  personally  during  the  years  between  national  elections,  and  is

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NOTES  IN  PASSING 
By  Ron  Cochran 
(CBS  News  Correspondent  Covering  the  Democratic  Convention) 

The  floor  passes  are  the  political  equivalent  —  to  Democrats 
~  of  tickets  to  the  Army-Navy  game.  They  are  very  scarce.  There 
aren't  nearly  enough  to  go  around. 

The  doors  of  the  floor  area  are  protected  by  husky  uniformed 
guards  who  won't  let  people  in  unless  they  have  floor  passes  that  are 
blue,  in  contrast  to  the  so-called  perimeter  passes  that  are  green  and 
let  you  into  the  arena,  but  only  around  the  fringes, 

An  intern  in  the  first-aid  station  told  me  that  a  man  sprained 
his  ankle,  and  somebody  sent  for  a  wheel  chair.  But  the  guards 
wouldn't  let  the  wheel  chair  through  the  door  because  the  man  pushing 
it  didn't  have  a  blue  pass,  and  the  guards  have  to  be  careful.  You 
can  never  tell  what  tricks  people  will  use  to  get  in. 

Furthermore,  nobody  in  the  first-aid  station  —  including  the 
two  doctors,  two  interns  and  two  nurses  —  has  a  floor  pass. 

So  if  anybody  needs  medical  attention  on  the  floor,  he'll  have 
to  get  it  from  a  doctor  delegate.

CBS  TELEVISION  NETWORK'S  NEW  POUR-POUND,  THREE-EYED  CAMERA 
TO  TAKE  VIEWERS  INTO  BUSTLE  OP  POLITICAL  CONVENTION  FLOORS 

A  tiny,  new  "Eyewitness"  camera,  big  brother,  relatively 
speaking,  to  the  instrument  now  orbiting  earth  in  the  Tiros  weather 
satellite,  will  take  CBS  Television  Network  viewers  onto  the  swarming 
floors  at  the  Republican  and  Democratic  political  conventions  next 
month. 

Combining  multiple-lens  flexibility  and  new  sensitivity,  the 
"Eyewitness,"  nevertheless,  manages  to  cut  some  ten  pounds  from  the 
overall  weight  of  miniature  cameras  used  on  the  floor  of  the  1956  con- 
ventions. Key  to  the  reduction  is  the  widespread  use  of  transistors. 
In  the  camera  itself,  which  weighs  just  over  four  pounds,  transistors 
replace  all  65  tubes  of  the  standard  studio  instrument. 

The  new  "Eyewitness"  marks  the  closest  approach  to  date  to 
studio-camera  sensitivity  in  a  miniature  portable,  according  to  Robert 
Hammer,  CBS  Television  Network  manager  of  technical  planning.  In 
engineering  terms,  the  standard  studio  camera  provides  650  lines  of 
resolution.  Circa  1956  portables  operated  at  450  lines,  while  the 
"Eyewitness"  achieves  600.  This  means,  Hammer  explains,  that  the  new 
instrument  can  operate  on  less  light,  probing  more  areas  of  the  con- 
vention floors.

SECOND  TIME  AROUND  —  CBS  Newsman  Harry  Reasoner  is  attending  his 
second  Republican  National  Convention  —  in  a  very  different  capacity 
from  the  first.

That  was  in  1944,  when  he  was  Private  First  Class  Harry

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"CRASH  UNIT"  IN  ACTION 


CBS  News  coverage  of  the  Republican  National  Convention  in 
Chicago  is  featuring  use  of  a  six-ton  "crash  unit/'  a  fully  mobile, 
self-contained  television  broadcasting  "station"  built  into  a  station 
wagon  that  responds  like  a  fire  engine  to  a  fast -breaking  news  story 
anywhere  within  a  twenty  to  twenty-five  mile  radius  of  the  city. 

Designed  by  Sam  Levin,  field  operations  engineer  for  the  CBS 
Television  Network  in  New  York,  and  technical  director  John  R.  Satter, 
the  sleek  and  compact  unit  was  driven  from  New  York  to  Los  Angeles  by 
Satter  for  the  Democratic  Convention,  then  on  to  Chicago. 

Designed  for  CBS  News  and  put  together  about  three  months  ago, 
the  "crash  unit"  contains  $60,000  worth  of  electronic  equipment,  ac- 
cording to  Levin.  It  includes  one  camera,  a  microwaves  transmitter,  a 
diplex  (cq)  audio  system  which  permits  the  simultaneous  transmission 
of  the  video  and  audio  signals,  four  microphones  and  a  450-megacycle 
two-way  short-wave  radio  system  whereby  the  unit  can  keep  in  constant 
contact  with  master  control,  either  at  CBS  News  headquarters  in  the 
Conrad  Hilton  Hotel  or  the  International  Amphitheatre. 

The  "crash  unit"  can  supply  its  own  power  via  a  gasoline 
engine,  and  can  also  utilize  regular  power  lines  at  remote  locations 
where  an  important  news  story  is  in  the  making.

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS— The  long  shadow  of  Abe  Lincoln  was  cast  over  a  hot  dog  today 
(Mon.  July  25),  as  a  David  Berg  &  Co.  covered  wagon  served  free  frankfurters 
to  the  delegates  at  the  G.OJ?.  National  Convention. 

Seen  munching  a  weenie  served  to  him  by  a  gal  in  hoopskirts,  was  a 
model  posing  as  Abe  Lincoln,  nominated  100  years  ago  in  Chicago.     The  hot  dog 
firm,  which  also  celebrates  its  100  anniversary  this  year,  is  using  the  prairie 
schooner,  the  free  franks,  the  gal  in  crinoline,  and  the  Lincolnesque  actor  as 
a  sentimental  gesture  honoring  the  visit  of  David  Berg  himself  to  the  i860  GOP 
National  Convention,  the  one  which  nominated  The  Great  Emancipator. 

In  i860,  the  founder  of  David  Berg  &  Company  had  just  started  in  business 
for  himself,  making  franks  in  the  Old  World  manner  in  the  back  of  a  butcher  shop 
on  Pacific  Avenue,  between  Van  Buren  and  Jackson,  where  the  huge  Board  of  Trade 
building  stands  today.    In  those  days,  the  franks  were  almost  2£  inches  longer, 
although  slightly  thinner  than  they  are  today.    Because  little,  if  any,  relish 
or  mustard  was  used  in  i860,  high  quality  was  essential  and  Berg  made  his  repu- 
tation by  providing  just  that. 

The  G.OJ*.  Convention  which  opened  during  his  first  year,  seemed  to 
David  Berg  a  heaven-sent  opportunity  to  introduce  himself  and  his  product  to 
hundreds  of  potential  —  and  hungry  —  customers.     Hs  loaded  his  franks  into 
a  wagon  and  set  up  temporary  convention  headquarters  at  the  Wigwam,  site  of 
the  i860  conclave  in  Chicago.

Americana  are  the  best-fed  and  the  best-clothed  people  in  the  world.  Our 
challenge  fortunately  is  one  of  dealing  with  abundance,  not  overcoming  shortage. 
The  fullness  of  our  fields,  forests  and  grazing  lands  is  an  important  advantage 
in  our  struggle  against  worldwide  tyranny  and  our  crusade  against  poverty.  Our 
farmers  have  provided  us  vith  a  powerful  weapon  in  the  ideological  and  economic 
struggle  in  which  we  are  now  engaged.

Where  RICHARD  NIXON  Spent  His  Boyhood 

Background  en  Yorba  Linda  and  Whittier 

When  Richard  Nixon  was  growing  up  in  Southern  California,    his 
surroundings  in  the  small  communities  of  Yorba  Linda  and  Whittier  were-- 
although  nobody  realized  it  then  -  laying  the  simple,    solid,   humble  foundations 
Americans  traditionally  like  to  discover  about  their  great  leaders. 

Yorba  Linda,   Richard  Nixon's  birthplace,   was  a  rural  citrus  area 
too  undeveloped  to  rate  even  as  a  town  when  he  arrived  January  9,    1913. 

It  was  a  little  more  than  a  crossroads,  just  east  of  the  then-small 
but  prominent  towns  of  Anaheim  and  Fullerton.     Orange  and  lemon  groves, 
such  as  the  one  Frank  and  Hannah  Nixon  operated,    were  the  principal  agri- 
cultural    resource,   along  with  some  truck  crops.     Oil  wells  sprouted  on  the 
rolling  hills  a  few  miles  away. 

It  was  a  quiet,    peaceful  place  to  live.     Thirty  miles  east  and  a  little 
south  from  Los  Angeles,    it  was  too  far  from  the  big  city  to  attract  more  than 
a  few  hardy  Sunday  motorists  in  those  days. 

Swimming  was  good  in  the  irrigation  ditches. 

The  boys  wore  mostly  bib  overalls  or  blue  jeans,   the  girls  simple 
cotton  dresses  --  except  when  they  had  to  get  dressed  up  for  Sunday  School 
or  church. 

The  mild  climate,    except  for  a  few  frosty  winter  days,    made  for 
plenty  of  open-air  living  --  and  in  the  summer  the  absence  of  sidewalks  and 
paved  streets  made  it  good  to  go  barefoot. 

The  small,   frame  house  where  Richard  Nixon  was  born  in  the  front 
bedroom  looks  today  much  as  it  did  in  1913  --  except  for  a  plaque  on  a  stone 
marker  in  front  of  it  --  and  that  it  is  surrounded  by  a  school  instead  of  a 
lemon  grove. 

A  group  of  Yorba  Linda  civic  leaders  organized  a  campaign  to  buy  and 
preserve  the  old  Nixon  property.     It  is  now  owned  by  the  Yorba  Linda 
Elementary  School  district  and  is  fenced  off  from  the  playground  of  the 
Richard  Nixon  School,    one  of  two  in  the  community.     It  is  occupied  by  the 
school  custodian  and  his  family. 

Today  in  Yorba  Linda  modern  residences  and  shopping  centers  have 
taken  over  most  of  the  old  groves.     The  community  is  very  much  a  part  of 
the  suburbia  of  metropolitan  Los  Angeles.     Population  around  the  old  cross- 
roads now  approximates  3000,   lured  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  slogan, 
"Good  Country  Living  in  Fabuloao  Orange  County"  --  and  by  proximity  to 
freeways  that  put  Los  Angeles  only  35  minutes  away. 

Yorba  Linda  has  the  first  --  and  one  of  the  most  active  --  citizen  clubs 
supporting  Richard  Nixon.     It  is  called  "Neighbors  for  Nixon." 

When  Richard  Nixon  was  nine  years  old,    in  1922,   his  parents  sold  the 
lemon  grove  and  moved  their  four  sons  (a  fifth  was  born  later)  to  a  section 
called  East  Whittier,    outside  the  quiet  town  of  Whittier,    12  miles  nearer  to 
Los  Angeles  from  Yorba  Linda.     There  they  established  their  combination 
grocery  store,    gasoline  station  and  residence. 

Whittier  and  its  surrounding  area  was  the  land  of  Shoshonean  Indians 
ib  the  eighteenth  century  and  was  on  the  El  Camino  Real  Trail  of  the 
California  mission  padres. 

Gradually  it  became  ranching  territory  in  the  land  grant  days  «>•"  the 
Los  Nietos  ranch  of  Juan  Crispin  Perez,   around  1833.   and  later  the  famous 
Pio  Pico,    last  Mexican  governor  of  California.

CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  REPUBLICAN  NATIONAL  COMMITTEE 

Senator  Thruston  Ballard  Morton,  Chairman  of  the  Republican 
National  Committee,  is  a  Kentuckian  whose  ancestry  is  closely  associ- 
ated with  his  native  state's  founding  and  history,  as  weB.  as  with 
American  exploration  and  settlement  of  the  so-called  Northwest 
Territory,  now  the  great  American  heartland. 

He  is  a  direct  descendant,  through  seven  generations,  of 
Dr.  John  walker,  the  first  white  man  to  build  a  log  cabin  west  of  the 
Alleghenies.  He  is  also  directly  descended  from  William  Clark  of  the 
historic  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition.  His  uncle  six  generations  back, 
was  George  Rogers  Clark,  who  commanded  the  famous  Revolutionary  War 
expedition  which  captured  Kaskaskia  and  Vincennes,  and  thus  secured 
the  Northwest  Territory. 

Senator  Morton  is  a  legatee  not  only  of  the  American  Pioneer 
Spirit,  but  of  a  particular  brand  of  pioneer  spirit  perfectly  willing 
to  fight  for  what  its  possessors  believed  rightfully  their  own.  In 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  where  Thruston  Morton  was  born  on  August  19, 
1907,  they  still  tell  stories  about  his  redoubtable  maternal  grand- 
father, Thruston  Ballard,  one  of  the  rugged  individualists  who  found- 
ed the  family  grain  milling  firm,  Ballard  and  Ballard,  in  the  early 
1880's. 

Grandfather  Ballard  and  other  co-founders  of  Ballard  and 
Ballard— a  brother,  Charles,  and  Charles'  brother-in-law,  Gustave  A. 
Breaux — like  all  millers  of  that  day,  was  a  wheat  speculator,  who 
made  and  lost  several  fortunes,  but  never  lost  control  of  his  mill. 
During  one  winter,  when  cold  weather  killed  most  of  the  Ohio  Valley 
wheat,  Thruston  Ballard  bought  nearly  half  a  million  bushels,  stored 
in  Portland,  Oregon.   The  price  began  to  climb,  and  when  it  was  up 
40  cents  above  what  he  paid,  Mr.  Ballard  ordered  shipment  from 
Portland.   Nothing  happened.  After  ssveral  unexplained  delays  he 
headed  west — taking  along,  as  usual,  his  large  pistol. 

The  Portland  wheat  seller  gave  his  eastern  buyer  half  a  dozen 
lame  excuses  why  the  wheat  hadn't  been  shipped  east.   He  wound  up 
with  a  tedious  statement  that,  according  to  the  law  of  Oregon,  he  was

Chicago  is  preparing  a  colorful,  tumultuous  welcome  to  President  and  Mrs. 
Eisenhower  Tuesday  when  they  arrive  for  a  two-day  appearance  at  the  Republican 
National  Convention.  The  greeting  will  give  political  figures,  Chicagoans,  and 
convention  delegates  opportunity  to  cheef  the  Chief  Executive  at  three  "Thank  You 
Ike"  welcoming  receptions  and  along  the  route  of  a  motorcade  through  the  heart  of 
the  Loop.

Our  economy  should  be  judged  on  how  effectively  It  meets  the 
needs  of  people  --in  freedom. 

To  the  party  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  one  policy  Is  basic  --  the 
good  of  people  comes  first. 

Our  approach  is  human,  not  statistical.   Our  programs  are 
practical,  not  illusory.   Greater  material  achievements  are 
simply  a  means  to  an  end.   And  the  proper  end  is  the  maximum 
opportunity  for  individuals,  strong  in  self-reliance,  secure  in 
freedom  and  secure  in  a  prosperous  economy,  to  realize  their 
highest  aspirations. 

How  can  these  aspirations  best  be  realized? 

Our  answer  is  clear  and  strong. 

New  jobs  have  been  created  and  living  standards  in  the 
United  States  have  risen  above  those  anywhere  else  in  the  world 
not  by  government  blueprint,  but  through  the  massive  power  of 
millions  of  individuals  working  in  freedom  and  secure  in  the 
knowledge  that  the  rewards  of  enterprise  will  accrue  to  the  people, 
not  to  the  state.

"It  is  the  only  ^tion  Mrs.  Eisenhower  will  attend  during 
her  brief  stay  in  Chicago." 

Mrs.  C.  vayland  Brooks,  National  Committeewoman  for  Illinois  and  Chairman 
of  the  Convention  Host  Committee,  is  coordinating  the  event,  which  will  com- 
bine fashion,  political,  and  historical  highlights  of  the  past  century. 

The  luncheon  is  one  of  a  series  of  women-*  activities  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Clare  B.  Williams,  Assistant  Chairman  of  the  Republican  National 

Committee. 

Mrs.  Brooks  described  the  midday  program  as  a  "moving  historical  tableau- 
based  on  reproductions  of  twelve  gowns  worn  by  Republican  First  Ladies,  to  be 
modeled  by  wives  of  top  OOP  officials  of  the  present  day.

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RECORD  BOLE  FOR  WOMEN  AT  i960  GOP  CONVENTION 

"The  influence  of  women  in  nominating  a  President  will  reach  an 
ull-tiine  high  tomorrow  when  the  opening  gavel  bangs  at  the  i960  Republican 
National  Convention,"  Mrs.  Clare  B.  W.lliams,  Assistant  Chairman  of  the 
Republican  National  Committee,  said  today. 

She  announced  that  607  women  delegates  and  alternates,  a  record 
high  for  either  party  and  almost  one-fourth  of  the  total  of  2,662,  would 
attend.  Of  these,  202  are  delegates  and  U05  are  alternates  .  (  These  figures 
are  the  unofficial  totals  to  be  validated  by  the  Credentials  Committee.) 

Republicans  also  have  chalked  up  a  new  high  in  the  eleven  women 
who  hold  top  Convention  positions.  This  reflects  an  addition  of  four  to  the 
seven  previously  announced  top  women  jobholders . 

Referring  to  the  delegates,  Mrs.  Williams  said,  This  surpasses 
our  previous  high  marks  of  563  in  1956  and  389  in  1952.  It  reflects  the 
steadily  increasing  sphere  of  activity  and  influence  of  Republican  women. 

"I's  like  to  emphasize  also  that  every  women  who  casts  a  ballot 
in  this  Republican  Convention  has  a  full  vote.  She  is  not  a  second-class 
citizen  with  a  fraction  of  a  vote,  a  position  to  which  women  were  dovn- 
graded  in  Los  Angeles." 

The  State  of  Florida  leads  with  the  highest  proportion  of  women, 
5C£  cf  its  delegation.  Thirteen  women  delegates  and  ten  alternates  out  Oi.'

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee, 

I  am  honored  by  your  invitation  to  appear  before  you.   The 
work  you  have  begun  today  is  the  most  important  business  before  our 
convention.   That  is  always  true  of  Republican  conventions.   It  is 
particularly  true  today  in  view  of  what  happened  in  Los  Angeles. 

The  chief  concern  of  the  Democrat  party  was  to  pick  a  ticket 
acceptable  to  its  dissident  factions.   The  main  Democrat  objective, 
it  was  made  clear  there,  is  to  regain  national  power  at  any  cost. 
Our  task  is  vastly  different. 

Our  concern  is  with  enunciating  a  philosophy  of  government 
which  we  believe  is  best  for  our  country,  our  people  and  their  future 
-  even  at  the  risk  of  losing  an  election. 

I  believe  most  sincerely  that  a  Republican  victory  is  essent- 
ial for  the  welfare  of  our  nation  and  I  want  that  victory  as  much  a*  any 
man.   I  would  prefer  defeat,  however,  to  a  hollow  and  transient  vic- 
tory won  by  compromising  basic  principles  and  the  welfare  of  our 
children.   Any  attempt  to  put  success  before  conviction  would  be  a 
fatal  mistake  for  our  party  and  a  disaster  for  our  nation. 

If  our  party  succumbs,  as  the  Democrats  have  done,  to  expedient 
tickets  and  expedient  policies  for  the  sake  of  victory,  we  gravely  en- 
danger a  system  of  government  based  upon  the  recurring  choice  between 
two  political  parties.

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SURVEY  SHOWS  NIXON  CAN'T  WIN:   BRINTON 


The  National  Draft  Rockefeller  Committee  said  today 
(Thurs.  July  21)  that  detailed  results  of  the  public  opinion 
survey  conducted  in  five  key  states  "shows  conclusively  that 
Vice  President  Nixon  cannot  win  the  presidential  election  in 
November . " 

William  M.  Brinton,  chairman  of  the  National  Draft 
Rockefeller  Committee,  who  received  the  complete  data  of  the 
survey  today,  said  Republican  defeat  is  certain  unless  Governor 
Rockefeller  is  nominated  by  delegates  to  the  GOP  National 
Convention  next  week. 

Mr.  Brinton  states: 

"One  important  thing  about  this  survey  is  the  reliability  of 

the  firm  which  took  it.   This  firm  has  done  substantial  work  for  the 

National  Republican  Committee  and  has  worked  with  Leonard  Hall,  Vice 

President  Nixon's  Campaign  Manager,  since  1952.   The  size  of  the 

survey  in  every  state  is  comparable  to  the  size  of  the  samplings 

used  for  the  Republican  National  Committee  and  Mr.  Hall  in  the  work 

done  by  the  Political  Analysis  Associates  in  1952  and  1956.

A  record  flood  of  letters,  telegrams,  and  long  distance 
calls  is  deluging  Republican  Convention  delegations  from  states 
where  Draft  Rockefeller  advertisements  have  urged  a  grass  roots 
write-in  campaign.

Within  a  few  days,  petition  circulators  had  received  more 
than  25,000  signatures  of  voters  urging  our  convention  to 
nominate  Rockefeller.  Thousands  volunteered  their  help. 
Particularly  encouraging,  reports  the  New  York  committee 
chairman,  was  the  enthusiastic  response  from  minority 
groups.  And  don't  forget:  We  must  have  these  New  York 
votes  to  win  in  November. 

Item:  In  California,  response  for  Rockefeller  was  so 
great  after  newspaper  advertising  that  "Draft"  headquar- 
ters had  to  send  out  an  emergency  call  for  more  help  the 
day  after  the  advertising  appeared.  Reports  an  active 
member  of  the  California  group:  "I  was  active  in  helping 
both  Eisenhower  campaigns,  and  the  man-in-the  street  sup- 
port for  drafting  Rockefeller  exceeds  any  of  the  enthusiasm 
I  observed  in  working  for  Pres.

CANNON  INSTEAD  OF  TV  ANNOUNCED  NOMINATION  IN  i860 

An  unidentified  man,  perched  high  in  the  roof  of  Chicago's  famous  Wigwam 
a  hundred  years  ago,  watched  the  third  roll  call  on  the  convention  floor  below, 
signalled  another  watchful  waiter  standing  beside  a  loaded  cannon  on  the  ground 
outside,  and- -"Boom1."—  Chicagoans  knew  the  Republican  Party  had  nominated 
Abraham  Lincoln  for  President  of  the  United  States . 

That's  how  the  big  news  of  that  second  Republican  National  Convention  was 
flashed  from  the  convention  hall  on  May  18,  i860. 

Today,  with  the  27th  Republican  National  Convention  about  to  open  on  July 
25  in  the  same  City  of  Chicago,  television,  radio  and  teletypewriters  are  set  to 
carry  the  i960  GOP  convention  story  instantaneously  to  a  waiting  America  and  to 
the  rest  of  the  world.  In  fact,  an  estimated  k->   million  homes  will  see  the 
nomination  as  it  takes  place,  step  by  step. 

But  a  century  ago  it  was  far  different.  Only  the  limited  number  of  people 
lucky  enough  to  crowd  into  the  Wigwam  could  see  what  was  happening  as  it  happened. 
Many  more  thousands  crowded  the  streets  around  the  convention  hall  hoping  to  be 
among  the  first  to  hear  the  results. 

Inside,  the  third  roll  proceeded  slowly.  When  that  ballot  was  completed, 
Lincoln  led  with  jgij  votes,  but  still  short  of  the  required  233  for  nomination. 
William  H.  Seward,  who  had  topped  Lincoln  on  the  first  two  ballots,  dropped 
below  him  with  180  votes.  Pandemonium  broke  loose  when  the  convention  realized 
Lincoln  was  ahead . 

A  courageous  man  whose  name  has  long  since  been  lost  to  political  history, 
clung  to  his  roof -rafter  perch  and  frantically  watched  below.  The  cannoneer 
waited  anxiously  outside . 

Then  Ohio  Delegate  D.  K.  Cartter  made  an  announcement  that  raised  the  roof. 
"I  arise,  Mr.  Chairman,"  he  intoned,  "to  announce  the  change  of  four 
votes  of  Ohio  from  Mr.  Chase  to  Abraham  Lincoln."

HISTORIC  GAVEL  TO  OPEN 
CENTENNIAL  CONVENTION 

History  will  echo  through  the  Chicago  Amphitheatre  Monday  when 
Sen.  Thruston  B.  Morton  of  Kentucky  wields  a  century-old  gavel  which 
opened  the  1860  convention  here  which  nominated  Abraham  Lincoln  as 
the  Republican  standard-bearer. 

The  gavel,  which  was  used  during  the  convention  100  years  ago 
by  George  Ashman,  has  been  loaned  to  the  Republican  Party  by  his 
Great-great-great  grandson,  George  Ashman  Morton  of  New  Haven,  Conn. 

The  gavel  was  historic  even  before  its  use  at  the  Wigwam  Con- 
vention on  May  18,  1860.   It  was  fashioned  from  wood  taken  from 
Admiral  Perry's  flagship  which  sailed  into  Tokyo  harbor  to  establish 
the  "Open  Door"  trade  policy  with  the  Orient. 

Former  Natioanl  Republican  Chairman  Meade  Alcorn  persuaded  the 
Connecticut  owner  to  lend  the  gavel  for  this  year's  Lincoln  Centen- 
nial Convention.   It  has  been  insured  for  $10,000. 

Proving  its  authenticity  is  a  letter  inherited  by  the  Chairman's 
heir,  Morton.   It  was  sent  from  Springfield,  111.,  on  May  23,  1860, 
and  expresses  candidate  Lincoln's  appreciation  for  Ashman's  presid- 
ing over  the  convention,  and  assures  the  Chairman  of  Lincoln's 
intent  to  follow  the  platform  adopted. 

In  his  eloquent  style,  Lincoln  said:  "Imploring  the  assistance 
of  Divine  Providence,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  views  and  feelings 
of  all  who  were  represented  in  the  Convention;  to  the  rights  of  all 
the  States,  and  territories,  and  people  of  the  Nation;  to  the 
inviolability  of  the  Constit  .t'.on ,  and  the  perpetual  union,  harmony, 
and  prosperity  of  all,  I  am  most  happy  to  co-operate  for  the  practi- 
cal success  of  the  principles  declared  by  the  Convention."
